Former Judge Wilbur A. Mott, who 
has made a study of the new law, and 
who probably knows more about it than 
any other marr-fti the State, aside from 
the members of the commission, also 
believes that the law will remain on the 
statute books with such amendments 
may be suggested by experience with 
operation. 
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of right and Justice.
